You oafl travel from here to the 
City of Mexico in only twenty-two 

hours. This oity is the gateway to 
and from the Republic of Mexico.

.,od business. There are more 

i. ui and woolen goods, agricultural 
implements and mining machinery 

shipped through Laredo into Mexico 
than through any other port. More 
wool and hides are shipped from 
Laredo than from any other point ill 

cm. Laredo in In the centre of 

the largest wool district on the 
American Continent. A number of 
enterprises are in course of construc- 
tion and several other enterprises now 

being ofganeied. This climate is re- 
markable. In the coldest weather, 

the thermometer never Falls more 
than six degrees below freeaing point. 
Although workmen are exposed ten 

hours per day during hottest, months 
to the rays of the sun, a case of sun- 
stroke or'prost rat ion has never occur- 
red in this city. I think Laredo a safe 

place to invest, money. I leave this 
city tO-morrOW morning.

matics. The object of the invention 
is not, however, intended especially 
for the deaf. It is equally well adap- 
ted to instruction in schools for the 
hearing. Bat to describe the instru- 
ment itself : It consists of a frame 
of about, 86 by 80 inches in dimen- 
sions, held in an upright position by 
feet attached to th< Across the 

frame, laterally, pass ten rods on 
which are " strung *' movable blocks, 
beginning with a single one at the 
top as a unit, aod itroreasing down- 
ward, representing the denominators 
of nine fractions most commonly in 
use. The principle thus far is that 
of the <i.bai-,is, or counting machine, 
met with in Chinese shops. When 
in coatact, the blocks of the lower 
denominations agree exactly in the 
pod-space covered with that of the 
unit. A movable chain plumb-line 
hangs from the toy of the frame over 
the face. To illustrate the working 
of the " Teacher, " suppose it is desir 
ed to instruct a class in the various 
values, in other denominators, of ■£. 
One of the two sliding blocks which 
represents tlie denominator of -J, is 
moved on ityt bar to the side of the 
frame. The plumb-line is placed so 
that it marks the inner end of this 
block, and the blocks on the next 
lower rod, representing fourths, are 
pushed to the same side. It is found 
that the plumb-line marks two of the 
fourths, proving that i is equal to 
two fourths. In similar manner, the 
line marks four-eighths, eight-six- 
teenths and so on to 24-48. As the 
line does not meet the end of any of 
tbe blocks representing thirds.it is 
shown that i cannot be reduced to 

thirds. J'y various manipulations of 
the blocks, all the common of both 
concrete and abstract fractions may 
be illustrated. Various attachments

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ITEMS OF INTKBE8T TBANSLATKD FROM 
THE " GAZETTE DE8 S0CRDS-MUET8." 

Just a year ago Dr. Peet gave 
utterance to tho following sentiment : 

"The great problem in which they 
aro personally so interested is eventu- 
ally to be solved, not by hearing and 
speaking theorists acting on outside 
lines and giving direction to the 
carrying out of predetermined evolu- 
tions, but by the concensus of opinion 
among educated deaf-mutes them- 
selves, acting from the inisde, learn- 
ing by a comparison of views, the 
benefits conferred and the injuries 
inflicted upon them by wise and un- 
wise training, and deducting there- 
from a system combining in just pro- 
portions all that has been -found to 
be good, eliminating in like manner 
all that has been found to be evil." 

Ten years have passed since the 
oral system overran France, but its 
deaf are as outspoken against it as 
ever. At the annual banquet given 
last November in commemoration of 
the death of the Abbe do l'Epec, 
Mr. Eymard, president, pronounced 
these sentiments : 

" The suppression of the sign lan- 
guage in our institutions, far from 
constituting a progress, is a mistake, 
and is a source of considerable sorrow 
to our deaf-mute brothers. That, in 
each school, the two methods, tin- 
sign language and the articulation, 
should be concurrently employed — the 
last as a useful compliment especially 
to those who became deaf through 
accident or sickness — we do not con- 
trovert. Of course, being a part of 
the people, we belong to a family, to 
a country which has its own language 
which it devolves upon us to master 
in order to enter into relations with the 
world, but the sign language, as I 
said before, must be the basis of 
teaching, for it is only through it that 
we can arrive surely and rapidly at 
the notion of abstract things and that 
we can understand each other in our 
assemblies here or elsewhere. 

"The exclusive teaching of articula- 
tion is, I say, an error. For it will, 
notwithstanding all our efforts, never 
be with the congenitals anything more 
than the privelege of a small num 
her. * * Let us, brothers, therefore 
unite and fight together to compel 
the re-establishment of the sign lan- 
guage in our French schools. 



A bronze medallion, an excellent 
portrait of Prof. Chambellan, execut- 
ed by Choppin, the sculptor, was then 
presented to that venerable teacher, 
in recognition of his services in tin- 
preparation of the report of tin 
gress. 

The response of Mr. Chambellan 
was : " I can not to thank you enough 
for being so thoughtful as to give um- 
bo flattering and agreeable a souve- 
nir. It will always bring to my mind 
the affection ana accord that have 
never ceased to exist between us. 

" We have always held that the 
method of the Abbe PEpee is infalli- 
ble ; it does not hurt an exceptional- 
ly gifted deaf-mute ; it is a comfort 
to a deaf-mute whose intelligence is 
not of the best ; it enters even into 
the moral life of a blind deaf-m 
as brilliant as the glory of our libe- 
rator himself, it enters with a vif eclat 
into our whole life. 

" My heart has been with you fifty- 
four years. You can then rest assured 
that my devotion will not fail even 
now. My most ardent wish is that 
the deaf love each other, that they 
help each other, that those who are 
without fortune might not be in 
want, that, above all, we should re- 
member tbe blessings of education, 
and so esteem ourselves happy." 

Mile. Pauline Larrowy, deaf-mule, 
was named Officer cC Academic by 
the French Government, as a recom- 
penee for her devotion to tbe deaf 

(she is principal of the Institution for 
the Deaf at Olorn-Sainte-Marie). 
She is entitled to wear a gold Crescenl 
on her breast on state occasions, or a 
blue ribbon on ordinary occasions.

M Lacroix, Secretary of th. In-i 
International Congress of the Deaf, 
died, December 16th, after a ID 
illness. 

Mr. Douglas Tilden feels in honor 
bound t0 ' ■ reflection he ■ 

on the Paris Institution some months 
ago, in a discussion about the Paris 
ress Resolutions. He said that 
a wholesale decapitation took place 
on the occasion of the introduction of 
the oral system in 1880. It was, 
however, not tbe case, It was made 
known beforehand that, in s< 
years from the date, the deaf teachers 
and employees would be retired. 
The artieulitioii was taught only to 
classes of new pupils, and when in the 
fullness of time all the pupils of tin 
upper classes were graduates, the 



deaf teachers wero at the same time 
retired. 

The Paris resolutions were criticis- 
ed by small persons, led by the "G. 
G." contingency, on account of their 
mercenary character, which was too 
puerile to deserve a prompt answer. 
We know that the oral system does 
not and can never reach all the deaf, 
and as there is always a percentage of 
the deaf inaccessible to the pure oral 
i, experienced deaf teachers 
may as well lie put in charge of them 
as anybody else, and it is contrary to 
fairness and common sense that they 
should be made the first victims of an 
impossible theory. 

The Paris resolutions, which some 
of the American delegates said were; 
never passed, now have no place in 
the record, and those Americans may 
breathe more freely, but if they at 
the same time think that they were 
unfairly treated in the matter of the 
translating and publication of their 
speeches, it is their own business, as 
Mr. Tilden had nothing to do either 
with the translating or the com- 
pilation of the report.

Editor .Ioiiinai. : — Three boys 
|. laying on the track of the elec- 
tric street railway motor line last 
week. A car came along, and the 
motor man rang the gong loudly 
enough to wake up the Seven Sleepers. 
Two of the boys jumped out of the 
way, but the third one, unconscious of 
danger, did not look up until some- 
thing warned him of the nearaprroach 
of the car. He tried to get out of the 
way, but it was too late. The front 
platform of the motor struck him 
down. He went under, and was roll- 
ed over and over, until the motor 
man, by almost superhuman efforts, 
had reversed the impelling force of 
the car, and it stopped when the body 
of the unfortunate boy was with a few 
inches of the wheel — a narrow escape 
certainly for him. A crowd quickly 
gathered around the car, and as any 
motion in cither direction would have 
been dangerous on account of the elec- 
tric current, which might have passed 
through the little fellow's body, they 
all pushed the car with all their might 
off the track, and the boy was lifted 
out of his perilous position. He seem- 
ed to bit lifeless, as was natural, from 
the electric shock that had passed 
through him. He was but a child of 
seven years, and a deaf-mute, having 
lost his hearing at four years old 
from no perceptible cause, and the 
doctor, who had attended him, had 
given it as his opinion that the organs 
of hearing were merely paralyzed, ami 
that the sense of hearing could be re- 
stored by a shock of some kind.

mutes throw yourselves in front of 
an electric car and see what comes of 
it?

Sir : — In your issue of Wednesday 
last it is stated that Mr. Chamberlain, 
speaking at the annual meeting of ll.e 
Birmingham Institution for the 1 1 

and Dumb, expressed the opinion that 

the education of the ileal' was much 
better looked after in I he United Stales 
than in England. Having received 
my early education in an English In- 
stitution, and havingaflcrwanls spent 
some years as a student in ihe Na- 
tional College for the Deaf, al Wash- 
ington, I can testify to the oorreol 
ness of the right hon. gentleman's 
views. 

When I started for America 1 look- 
ed upon myself as an educated deal 
mute, and dreamt of leading my class, 
but a very short residence in the col 
lege convinced me that the students 
there had been taught, by a syslem 
which gave them a far greater com- 
mand of idiomatic English lhan I 

could pretend to, I found that my 

teachers in England, while giving me 
a general knowledge of the lead! 
faotsin history, geography, etc., had 

left me wofully ignorant of Ihe ele 
mentary rules of grammar and com- 
position. I had hard work to make 
up for my deficiencies. 

BinOS my return from Washington 
some years ago, I have done what 1 
could to point out. the advantages of 
the American system of language 
teaching, and I have been indebted 
to your courtesy for (he insertion of 
several letters upon the subject. 

Ample proof exists in Belfast thai 
mv contention is right, and in support 
of" my statement I can point to the 
adult deaf and dumb who were edu- 
cated in the Ulster Institution pre- 
vious to the appointment of Mr. 8cot1 
Hutton as vice-principal in 1878, ami 
those who entered after that date, 
and enjoyed the benefits of the im- 
proved method of instruction which 
he introduced. In my capacity as 
missionary I have daily intercourse 
with them all, and I can stale, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that the 
boys and girls have a better know 
ledge of language than the men and 
women. 

If less time were spent in cramming 

the pupils for annual examination 

and deputation meetings, the results 
would be even more satisfactory. 
Perhaps when the promised aid is 
given by tile Government we may see 
a better state of things. 

The Governors of the Ulster Insti- 
tution have recently carried out, 
tensive alterations and improvements 
in the school buildings and dormitories, 
besides erecting a large gymnasium. 
If they could only see then u a \ to 
send a deputation to the United 
States they would find how much 
yet remains to be done. For instance, 
there is a library. Almost every in- 
stitution in America has a good one ; 
several have 5,000 to 10,000 volum 

In the Ulster Institution I question if 

there are as many as 100. This is 
not as it should be. A taste for read- 
ing is the greatest blessing the deaf 
can have. How can thai taste be cul- 
tivated without books? I thank you 
for the interest you have always 
manifested in (he class to which I 
belong.

Hodgson, Albert Ballin and Adolph 
Ekardl under the "affirmative," 
while under "negative" were written 
Messrs. Thos. F. Fox, John Wilkin- 
son and John Nally. 

Vice President Tighc introducd 
the debators. Mr. Hodgson opened 
with some sound arguments on how 
a liquor license of $6,000 would tend 
to decrease the wickedness of a city 
like New York. Comparing the pre- 
sent, low liquor license, with the one in 
question, In- led out in numbers to 
Snow how there would be a decreace 
m saloons, and a consequent falling 
off in the nnmber of imbibers of in- 
toxicating drinks. Carefully he 
out remarks that tended to 
show how morality would be improv- 
ed in the household, were there an in- 
crease in the price <>f liquor ; how the 
$5,000 would bring on this ; how men 
who now expend money in that direc- 
tion would divert it in a better direc- 
tion.

Previously, be 
went after a few of Mr. Fox's argu- 
ments. The imbibing of intoxicat- 
ing drinks was a habit, that if once 
contracted was hard to overcome. A 
reliable medical authority had assert- 
ed that the greatest number of crimes 
and the immorality of a oommunity 
was due to the effects of intoxicating 
drinks. 

From this, Mr. Ballin was impress- 
ed with the belief a license of $5,000 
would have beneficial effects on the 
morality of New York. In other 
weighty arugments, and as eaoh one 
came, the speaker's enthusiasm ex- 
pressed itself, and he might have 
kept on for the next fifteen minutes, 
but the eagle eye of Mr. Wilkinson 
was on Judge Waters' watch, and 
Mr. Ballin sat down. 

Mr. Wilkinson began on morality 
and on its reference to New York 
City. He considered that would be 
unfair to the community. The levy- 
ing of the license should be confined 
to the State. If intoxicating drinks 
were high priced in one place, that 
would mean riches for the residents 
outside its restrictions. Morality 
would not be lessened by this State 
of things. The devotees of Bacchus 
would go where their god reigued 
surprcme and cheapest. So in 
signs that for earnestness Mr. Wilk- 
inson has abundant command, he tap- 
ped here and there on the arguments 
made by his adversaries, and was go- 
ing on swimmingly with more argu- 
ments down on his paper as to how a 
$5,000 license meant riches for mono- 
polies and syndicates, when bis pro- 
fross was interrupted to give Mr 
ikardt t chance. 
It was Mr. Ekardt's first debate 
and appearance before a deaf-mute 
audience in a long time, lie had 
something to say on Mr. Wilkinson's 
ideas concerning the benefit to accrue 
to outsiders having nothing ■ to do 
with the question. After that he was 
beginning to settle down into what 
would ensue to New York City's 
morality by a tax of $5,000. That 
meant a running out of the low grog 
shops, where intoxicating drinks 
could be had by the bucketful for 
very little money, and what the re- 
sult was to men and their families. 
They neglected them. Violence and 
crime was sure to follow. Poverty 
ensued. But Mr. Ekardt felt the want 
of practice, or a return for the nonce 
of his former well-known ability as a 
debator, and got ahead of the time- 
keeper by a minute or two. 

Much 'had been expected of Mr. 
Nally. He wears a beard and spec- 
tacles, and in ordinary debate he can 
advance some sound arguments. On 
ascending the platform, he made a 
bow and expressed his greeting with 
a grace suited to the occasion. He 
tried conclusions with Mr. Ballin on 
" Look not upon the wine, etc ;" and 
referred t<> a biblical incident, in 
which Noah figured, in backing up 
Itlarks. Further than that, he 
sparred like a young bantam-weight, 
and would have preferred to have 
been called to time. As he was not, 
he took time by the forelock and 
resumed his scat. Mr. Nally will do 
better when he understands debating 
as conducted like this one was. 

The concluding rounds of five 
minutes for each debator advanced 
some sharp sallies against what had 
been said. Each one also advanced 
on new arguments, but the time limit 
was altogether too short for much to 
be said. Messrs. Fox and Hall in 
managed to get out more than tho 
debators. Mr. Hodgson con- 
fided his paper to Mr. Ekardt, who 
used the points contained thereon to 
advantage, and advanced some of his 
own. He had recovered his tang 
froid ami was doing admirably. Mr. 
Wilkinson kept up his former argu- 
ments, and Mr. Nally again waxed 
wroth over the fact the time was too 
long and the arguments too short. So 
he sat down. 

It would have been surprising, if 
the audience did not agree on back- 
ing up the affirmative side as the 
victors. The judges retired, and the 
intervening space was occupied by 
some light stories b}' several wise 
men, not debators. 

The affirmative side advanced tho 
best arguments, it appeared. The 
negative side was considerably handi- 
capped, however, from the fact the

In the court room last Saturday, 
Mr. Moodie, aided by his counsel, 
and John McNeil, xvere present. 

When his case was called up, Mr. 
Holmes, with looks of determination, 
stood up and faced toward the judge, 
pleading not guilty, much to the enr- 
ol Messrs. Moodie and McNeil. 
Then the judge asked him what he 
had to say, to which he replied that 
he was defenceless, having not pre- 
pared any thing for his defence. The 
judge let him go" on his own re- 
cognizance, but made him promise to 
appear in the same court this morning 
under penalty of imprisonment. 

Since that time, up to the trial this 
morning, his case became the chief 
topic. Mr,. Holmes scvmvfl to- have 
many sympathizers. 

Some time before the trial, this 
morning, there hud been a conference 
between Mr. Holmes and Ins friend 
Mr. Thompson, Mr. Moodie and his 
friends. When his case was called 
up. Mr. Moodic's lawyer rose and 
said that the matter had been adjust- 
ed, so be wished to withdraw the pro- 
secution, but Judge Sanger refused it 
because it was a State crime, and if 
Mr. Holmes is guilty, he must be pun- 
ished, so the trial went on, and the 
defendant was called and repeated 
his plea, not " guilty." 

To state the trial briefly, Mr. 
Holmes insisted that be had told Mr. 
Moodie of the mortgage before he 
got the money from him,' while the 
plaintiff) Mr. Moodie, denied it, Both 
were standing face to face in front of 
tbe judge, trying to convince each 
other that either was Wrong. At 
that time they xvere shakkig heads as 
a dog would shake the water off him. 
Mr. Holmes up and down, to signify 
" yes," while Mr. Moodie shook his 
face sideways to show his denial, 
together with a swing of the arm that 
nearly touched the judge's nose, to 
express the xvord "never!" The 
latter xvas lucky to escape being fined 
for contempt of court, The scene re- 
minded the audience of a " Punch 
and Judy," and caused laughter all 
over the' room, even the judge was 
noticed to smile a little. 

But the .lodge xvas himself puzzled 
as to whieb one was right, so he de- 
clared Mr. Holmes not guilty, and the 
case xvas over, but just after the peo- 
ple in the room had gone out, Mr. 
Caldwell, Who has been acting as an 
interpreter, xvas called with Mr. 
Holmes to the judge, and in a private 
manner, the latter whispered to Mr. 
Holmes Advising him not to do' that 
again, and that if be docs it again, he 
will be sent to prison sure. Mr. 
Holmes said that he would do so no 
more, then shook hands with the 
judge as if his life had been saved by 
in. 

There xvere about ten deaf-mutes 
present at the trial.

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The papers of Dubuque, last week, 
had considerable to say about Miss 
Morris, who had miraculously re- 
covered her voice, which she lost a 
year before, when her brother xvas 
stabbed before her eyes. When call- 
ed upon at her boarding house, 1593 
White Street, at Dubuque, la., she 
refused to state her occupation, place 
of residence, or the place where her 
brother was killed. She said she 
had been travelling the past five 
years, and had been in Dubuque 
three weeks. Last Sunday evening, 
while dozing on a sofa in the board- 
ing house, she bail given a verbal 
answer to a question. "Then, you 
are not dumb ? " asked her surprised 
questioner. Miss Morris answered 
with a laugh that she wasn't, She 
says her "sudden recovery" of her 
voice surprised her as much as it did 
her questioner. It subsequently 
transpired that she was a hook can- 
vasser. 

The Dubuque Daily Times stated 
that Miss Morris had pretended she 
was deaf and dumb, the better to 
serve her purposes. That she had 
called on a prominent physician with 
a letter which read that she xvas dumb 
but could hear, that she was in 
straitened circumstances, and willing 
to meet gentlemen, who would assist 
her, and that, after reading the letter, 
the physician had shown her the door. 
Miss Morris called on the physi- 
cian yesterday and inquired whether 
he had given that statement. She 
then said she would hold him re- 
sponsible and proceeded to a firm of 
leading attorneys, and asked to enter 
suit against the physician and the 
Times for libel. This they refused 
to do. She then called on another 
attorney, xvho has undertaken to dis- 
cover what grounds she has for a 
suit. This attorney has called on 
the physician, and the latter is being 
iidvisea by the attorneys who refused 
to take Miss Morris's case. The 
physician is one of the oldest in the 
Key City and of the highest standing. 
He'says the 7Ime* told nothing but 
the truth as far as the girl's inter- 
view with him is concerned. 



That telegraphic account of a New 
Jersey girl xvho, though blind, can 
see with the eyes of others, though 
deaf, can hoar through the ears of 
others, strikes me as a funny case of 
misapprehension on the part of the 
medicos. It reminds me of the in- 
stances where people have been 
astonished and mystified by the ab- 
normally keen sight and perceptive 
powers of the deaf-mutes when they 
detected by reading the physiognomy 
of others around them that they were 
subjects of conversation, and turning 
around asked what they xvere saying 
about them. The surprise of those 
who were talking behind the deaf- 
mutes' backs can be better imagined 
than described, at the " psychological 
phenomenon" of a deaf-mute hearing 
what is said behind his back. Then, 
the feat acquired by some deaf-mutes 
of catching a word here and another 
there upon the lips of a hearing per- 
son and making out a whole sentence 
by intuitive knowledge, has been re- 
garded by many people as the arts of 
a sorcerer. I myself remember an 
amusing instance of this kind. Hav- 
ing learned something of speech and 
lip-reading, though not as much as 
others of my class have done, 1 used 
to pick off the words from the lips of 
people when I first came to Utah, 
and when I repeated what they said 
they stared at me and began to whis- 
r that I xvas an impostor and was
